Bonn on 28 February for talks with 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and State 
Secretary Paul Frank of the Foreign 


Office. 

The following day Tunisian Foreign 
Minister Mohammed Masmoudi stopped 
over in Bonn, also for talks with States 
Secretary Frank. 

Both visits bear witness to political, 
activity by Bonn on the Middle East 
qıtestion, as does the visit paid to the 
Sudan, also on 28 February, by Karl 
Moersch, Parllamentary State Secretary 
to the Forcign Office. 

The Federal government considers talks 
of this kind to be part and parcel of the 
“normal role” that Bonn’s foreign policy 
18 gradually coming to assume. 

Egyptian security adviser [smail had 
oxpressed interest in continuing in Bonn 
ihe consultations he had been conducting 
In connection with the Middle East 
conflict in London, Washington and New 
York. 

The Bonn goverlment welcomed the 
For unity of explaining its views on the 

iddle East and of making it clear that 
this country’s leeway is strictly limited. 

In Bonn’s view the responsibility for a 
peace settlement iı the Middle East lies 
malnly ‘with the countries {nımediately 
concerned and with tlıe United States and 
the Sovlet Union. 

Within this framework tlie Federal 
government is more than willing to 
promoto moaningful developments that 
n lead to a peace settlement. 
*Fundarmentally, the Foreign Office 

emphasises, the Federal government nust 
bear three considerations in mind in its 
policy on the Middle East. They are: 
I. In view of the historical background 
relations between this country and Israel 
are, Bonr feels, of a speciel nature, 
"This," says State Secretary Frank, “Is a 
point on which we must stand firm.” 

This is not to say that a special political 

relationship such 8s that between this 
country and France exists, based as the 
latter is on a friendship agreement. This 
country and Israel are nonetheless linked 
by special commitments such as 
.[eparations payments and capital aid. 
2. Bilateral ties with individual Arab 
countries are felt to vary greatly in 
quality, Bonn considers relations with a 
number of countries such as Morocco and 
Tunisia, with which tles have never been 
broken off, to be cardial.

Ninety million Marks worth of this 
tolal are 10 consist of goods and services 
for the renewal and modernisation of 
Egypt's means of production. The 
remaining seventy million Marks are to be 
invested in development projects. 

Hgypt has hopes of thls country 
showing greater unterest in developincnt 

rojects of all kinds — oil prospecting, the 
Botitara Depression project and the 
construction of new hotels 30 urgently 
eeledl by Egypt's fOouist Irae. Cairo is 
anxious (o attract capital mvestment by 
this county ba means Of appropriate 
legislative considerations. 

Ecanomk#e plans fur the future are, 
however, conftonted hy arı insupenuble 
hurdle in the shape uf the political reality 
of suspended animution ınidway belween 
wat and peace in the Middle ast.

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Obstacles still beset Federal 
states reform 


S ince 1949 Basic Law has called for a 
reorganisation of the Federal state 
structure whlch takes into account 
ethnic, historical, cultural, economic and 
social factors. But nothing las come of it 
apart from the formation of the Federal 
state of Baden-Württemberg from a 
number of smaller entitles, 

There has been no shortage of practical 
suggestions but they have never been put 
imto cfleci because of the diverging 
interests of the political partles and local 
Re The proposals the Ernst 

ommission recently subnutted to he 
Chancellor will probably meet with the 
same fate. 1 

Professor Werner Ernst and his 
colleagues on the commlsslon devoted 
two years und a good deal of energy to 
drawing up a 267-page report proposing û 
reductlon İn the number of Federal states 
from ten (excluding Berlin) to five or six. 

But ft can already be taken For certain 
that the two proposed snlutions for 
North Germany — the fusion of the 
present four Federal stales into one 
entity or the formation of a North-Enst 
and û North-West Federal state — will not 
see ihe light of day in the foreseeable 
future. 

The SPD/FDP coalition in Bonn has 
promised the city-states of Hamburg and 
Bremen its full support in (he figlit for 
the maintenance of thefr local uutonomy. 
But if these two cilies retain their Fede rul 
stale status, ull proposals for da 
reorganisation uf the present system int 
the nurth will have lost cir purpose. 

The Free Democrats recommend {lut 
the reform should begin in the suuth. 
Here ton the Erust Commission has issued 
two sets of proposals. Hesse, Rhineland 
Palatinate, the Saar and the Minnheim 
and Heidelberg areas of Baden-Wurlte rı1- 
berg could be merged into one Federal 
state or else the new Federal state could 
consist of Hesse and Rhineland-Palatinate 
without the Palatinate and the area 
around Worms which would then be 
attached along with the Saar to the 
currenl Fedeal state of Buden-Wirttent 
berg, But opinions differ even within the 
same partly. 

Local political interests play a role here 
of course but an even more important 
element in the background is the 
consideration of the future composition 
of the Bundesrat, or Upper House. 

However, on receiving the Ernst 
Commission report, both Chancellor 
Willy Brandt and Minister of the Interior 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher stated Hat the

to the detailed regulations on their 
dress wiihin the courtroom. The recent 
gown ruling In Schleswig-lHolstein even 
caused amusement at tlle headquarters of 
Ihe Judges Associaton In Dusseldorf. 

Judge Arndt, himself from Kiel, added 
to the general mirth by poking fun at tle 
new regulations. As perfect as they may 
appear, he stated, he hod found & 
loophole in them. 

While they prescribe that the sleeves of 
the gown must be open, they do not state 
that the gown as u whole must be open at 
the bottom, “The legislature must clarify 
this paint," he demanded, After all, the 
gown regululion spevialists in Kiel had 
thought of just ubout every thing else. 

The gown regulations read: “The cloak 
ofotfice lies smoothly on the shoulders 
und chest. lt is closed in the front by 
uumber Of convceuled buttons or hooks. 
In the front and at (he back it falls in 
folds t0 over halfway down the calf, 
Collar and cravat must be exposed and 
cout and waistcout concealed, Tle 
sleeves, widening as they reach the end, 
which are open and hang dow in folds, To 
ease the task of writing, judges may close 
the right sleeve around the wrist by 
nıeans of a button fixed inside."

Susanne Hacks writes: “This 
is Mustrated by damages awarded for the 
loss of sight it one eye, Whereas three (o 
four thousand Marks was, considered 
adequate in 1959, sums of this nıagnitude 
would no longer be judgod acceptable 
ا‎ At present only û five figure şum 
Can be seen as sufficlent compensation,” 


E is equal before the law, it is 
often claimed, but hat is not true 
when tle question of damages is raised, 
Young women çan expect to receive more 
money than the elderly, Social values 
thus invade a sector as personal as pain 
and injury. 

Under the civil code any person injured 
through another's fault can claim 
damages as well as compensation for the 
cosis of hospitalisatlon, medical trea(- 
ment and loss of wages. 

But lhe law does not mention the 
amount of dumages to be paid, No fixed 
rate of payment exists, Judges must 
decide onu the merits of each purtleular 
case what sum is appropriate. 

Social status plays a major role in 
verdicts however, 4S a book recently 
published by Susanne Hacks reveals. In 
the book she discusses 412 verdicts from 
lhe recent past. 

She demonstrates that a society which 
holds youlh In greater esteem than uld 
Age will awurd ã {wenty.year-old higher 
damages than a elderly lady even when 
ihe extent and type of injury is the sane. 

A Berlin court recently ruled that 
dumages awarded to a 58-year-old woman 
had been kept relatively low us her a 
meant thut the “injuries incurred would 
probably only inpnir a negligible part uf 
her life", ا‎ ۴ 

Cunsidering the case of a S6-year-old 
housewife who was loft with an unsightly 
disfigurement after breaking her shoulder 
biade, the Provincial Court in Celle ruled: 
"As ar tldey lady the plaintiff need not

The overhaul of foodstuffs laws, which 
is also before the Bundestag, would, the 
AGV head believes, develop into a kind 
of Basic Law for the consumer, if it is 
passed, 

Asked lıis opirlon on the many splinter 
consumer organisations Herr Jasclick 
sald: “It is true that in the past a number 
of consumer groups sprang up quite 
rapidly, giving the Inıpression that there 
was a dearth of information dissemina- 
tlon and a surfeit of organisations. But 
noyy these organisations have forged links 
and organised cooperation, wlıich, we 
feel, will go a long way towards 
purposeful working. The AGV acts as the 
umbrella organisation.”

An initial price survey camo up with 
some devastating condenınations of our 
prlcing systems. ln one slop in Cologne a 
colour television set was selling at 5O00 
Marks more than In another, A 
computerised flashgun was 120 por cent 
dearer in one camera shop than in a rival. 
The Economic Affaire Ministry is 
boasting the idea of such pricing 
conmparisoıts for precisely this reason, 

Jolannes Jaschick complalned that the 
display of prices on items in shops was nO 
gacd enough. In mid-April an amendment 
to the regulations regarding the manner in 
whieh prices must be displayed comes info 
force. Jaschick hopes this will work to 
the benefit of the shopper. AGV 
researches have revealed that the main 
offenders in this respect are florists.

Herr Jaxlhick wlio is also a member of 
he administralive board of the consumer 
mugazine Test which Is published by tho 
Warentest Foundation, regretted that 
consumers often take a very passivo 
altitude to the protection that Is offered 
ikem. 

Ho suid: "This is the trouble. The 
number uf subscrlbers 10 Test is 
increasing ill the time, bul we find it 
alarming that we are still not reaching Ue 
broad cruissoction of tho publio we 
would like. In our experience it is people 
with lower inconics who ace Fuillng to 
take advantage of our tests, precisely 
becuuse the groundwork has not been 
carried out during thelr schooldays. These 
.peopls who require 
cmmsumer protection more than any 
others and they are nat hencfltting from 
our work," 

Juschtek said Ihat in our society the 
cunsunter iS he weaker partner In every 
deal. This has a historical basis, und from 


he carliest days Of the producereon. a 


sumer society It has been a seller's 
market. Thus the AGY is out to draw up 
laws (hat help the consumor and to create 
conditions of competitiveness tliat are 
beneficial to the consumer, 

Herr Jaschick menitioned some of the 
short-term alms of lhe AGV. For 
example, better protection agains the 
normal conditions of business — thal is to 
say all the small print tucked away in the 
corners of a sales slip, This includes the 
proud guarantee claims that seem to be 
printed in gold letters, but which should 
really be printed in a signa! red colour or 
black for mourning, For many guaranlees 
ate nothing more than a guarantee of 
what repairs will aot be carried out free 
of charge should anything go wrong, in 
other words a protection far the 
manufacturer and a curse for the 
cOnSUNter, 

The civil code gives a consumer certain 
rights wien he buys an ifem — guarantees 
sel out to limit these tights, Work is 
already inn progress {0 do something about 
this. The Bonn Justice Ministry has set up 
a working group to plough up this jungle 
of cormditians of sale. Tle AGV is 
tepresşerted on this panel by its legal 
experls. . : 

In addition a study group has been 
formed wilhin the consumer advisory 
board at the Minisiry for Economic 
Atfaırs. The AGV is also weighing up the 
pussibility of ensuring that the consumer 
Bssorlations aro given active rights in line 
with the amendment to the law against 
unfalr coropeliion at present boing 
discussed, su that lıgy can go into action 
against dublnıs business practices.:

hazard, the Federal Republic Green 
Cross concludes from a recently 
published survey conducted by the 
Allensbach market research institute, 


Accqrding to the pollsters some 2.5 
million out of a total 23 million motorists 
in this country are short-sighted and 
dissatisfied with their vision or the power 
of their spectacles but unwilling lo pay 
the optician a visit. 

They aro joined by a further 1.1 million 
motorists who are longsighted and whose 
eyes, as they admit, could do with a little 
assistance. 

The main reasoıt for their reluctance tO 
have their sight tosted iş, the Atlensbach 
sociologists maintain, psychological rosis- 
tance to the idoa of wearing glasses. This 
resistauco has, however, considerably 
declined over the past twenty years. 


In view of the hazard that motorists 
with defective vision re present the Green 
Cross would like to see graduated 
compulsory sight tests introduced, At 
present motorists need only have their 
eyes tested when first applying for a 
driving Hcence, 

Initially all motorists over the age of 
sixty are ta be ohliged to hava their sight 
tested from the beginning of ext yenr. 
Provided tris item of legislation is passed, 
9QO0,0Û0 motorists will be due to visit the 
ofTieial optician in 1074. 

From then On younger motorists will 
face compulsory sight tests at regular 
intervals,

But despite Its recognised standard the 
Library’s future existence is jeopardised. 
The money placed at its disposal in the 
form of donations or, as was the case 
particularly in 1972, subsidies ‘from:

Money .may be given ‘for new 
acquisitions or for copies but ‘it is 
rarely suþplled to covor running costs 
such as salaries, teleplıone bills, postage ' 
and the liko wlılch will total ‘148,000 
Marks In 1973, of wileh 33,000 Marks 
ato not yet covoréed. This is what 
threatens tlio Library’s existence, 

AS grotesquo as lt may souhd, the 
Germania Judaica, a registered cornpûny 
whose members ' Include a Noble 
prizewinner and three current ministers in 
Bonn, does not look as though it Is to' 
receive tlhe modest help it needs, 

This is not primarily the result of ill 
Will but'a question of ministerial powers, 
A number of ıninisters are in ã positlon to 
grant subsidies for particular purposes, 
which must be able to stand up to 
exmıHnation before the Federal Accounts 
Dopartment, they are even allowed to do 
this regularly but they cannot contribute 
lo maintenance.

Kellner bases his. theory on a large 
number of medical studies. The main 
finding of these investigations is that the 
sickness rate increases in dlrect proportion 
to the tension in relutiorıs be tween workers 
and thetr bosses, 

Wlıile workers at an assembly-shop 
were generilly satisfied with their boss 
and only took 7.4 days a year off 
through illness, workers in a repair-shop 
did not like thelr overseer and their 
Sickness rate umounted to 21.7 days a 
yoar. 

These men were nol malingering. 
Kellner finds that bad treatment of 
workers leads to three main complaints — 
influenza, intestinal ailments and angina 
pecloris. 

Unfair treatment by superlors can also 
cause serlous HInesses. “Workers who feel 
discriminated against by their boss suffer 
Constant or at least frequent socio- 
psychological stress, one of the main 
causes of heurt disease,” Kellner reports. 
“Diserimination can therefore lead to 
serious illness, early’ retirement or even 
doa." 

He concludes from his findings that 
“on the whole Factory bosses could do 
much to prevent illness amongst workers 
and reduce the sickness rate by behaving 
moro humanely or introducing better 
working conditions — not througlı 
pressure that only increuses stress and the 
susceptibility to illness but through 
modern methods of leadership tliat 
improve the working atmosphere”, 

But these modern methods of 
leadership have not gained general 
acceptance in the world of tabour. Only 
too frequently workers lick their 
superiors" hoots and kick underlings in 
the teeth. Only too frequenlly can a 
coınplicated system of hierarchy be 
found in factories and offices and 
OFLA styles of leadership are still 
rife 


Modern leadership lechniqıutes do not 
seem to have penetrated far into factory 
tife. It is not surprising therefore that the 
majority of white-collar workers covered 
by a survey expressed more criticisnı than 
pralse about their bosses, 

But a good working atmosphere and 
the subsequently more or less low 
sickness rate does not depend on the 
attitude of bosseş alone. Other important 
factors are a clarified system of

especially in the professional world, 

Employees have often been suspected 

of malingering whenever the sickness 
rale at factories rose to a comparatively 
high level. Many persons could not or 
would not find any other explanation for 
the rise İn the sickness tale in recent years 
despite improved living and working 
conditions, Increased safely and un- 
mistakable progress in the field of 
medicine. 

But this apparently paradoxical situa- 
tflon cannot be explained away by 
cialming that so many workers are 
mallngering. Recent studies reveul that 
the real catıses for the Inereased slekness 
rale al û time of good living conditions 
are frequenlly of a socinlogical nature, 
Experts estimate thut far ımnore than half 
of all everyday illnesses are linked with 
working conditioııs in the broaclest senso 
ol the tern, 

Hellnut Sopp. a medical sociologist 
from Neuss, las analysed the effects 
sociological pecularities at a person's place 
of work can have on health, He 
believes that persons who like their work 
and think they are doing a sensible job 
drê likely lo be protected ugainst 
overyday complaints, 

Uis belief is based on thorough 
Investigations, He examined a number of 
faclories in which the work, accident risk, 
physical strain, age structure and income 
were similar. Workers al these factulies 
also ived in the same district and went lo 
the same doctor. 

Despite tlie similarities, Sopp discovered 
considerable discrepancies in the 
sickness rale. While employees a1 û rolling 
works were sick for an averuge 29.1 كوول‎ 
a year, workers at anotdıer actory only 
took 5.4 days a year oft because of 
sickness. 

Analysing his surprising findings, he 
found that the discrepancies in sickness 
rales were linked with the varying 
working atmospheres in these fuctories, 

In another investigation Sopp found 
that a foreman took fewer days off 
through sickness than the men under him. 
‘The foreman is the man who counts,” 
Sopp explains. “He knows his worth and 
Importance for the factory. Another 
important factor contributing to his good 
health is the considerably higher wage he 
teceives, 

The attitude of superiors is another 
Roa! sociological factor that can 
affect the health of a worker. Wolfgang 
Kellner, the Giessen sociologist, maintains 
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Ling that lıe was to be appolnted to 
a directorship, a 52-year-old executive 
thought he had reached his goal. Proud 
that he had climbed the iast rung of the 
ladder, he quickly ordered visiting cards 
recording his new position and Invited 
friends and nequnintances to a party wliere 
they could celebrate his promotion. 

But a litlle {ator the news of his 
promotion furned out to be a mistake, Ii 
was not the 52-year-old oxceutive wlio 
was fo be appointed director but a 
colleague with a similar name. 

The outcome was that a man wlıo had 
always been healthy was unable to 
overcome whal he considered a cruel 
siroke of fate, humiliation and shame.

Expeditlons inte Lhe mountains include 
making and breakihg lhe biyouac arid ih 
summer (raining In mountain climbing — 
one of the Baad teachers commented: 
“That needs û deal of courage whiten one 
looks down and and sees tle others like 
ants on the earlfı. But iıı the end ley get 
a kick aııd are proud that they have been 
able (o manage." 

Baad is a school for adventure, a schoo! 
with an unusual training programme, a 
school where allendance docs entail sone 
risk. Of the 100 participants in thre courses 
atl least two suffer a broken leg 
and many ollıers have to go back home 
with a sprain, During (he winter course, 
that is concluded at the end of February, 
‘only’ one participant suffered û broken 
leg. Ralf S. 16. fell with his skis on ùl 
incline which uccording to the teachers 
WaS NOL ù dangerous strelvh. 

The Bid school has had three 
avcidents that ended in death. In May 1964 
a gulp of the school's pupils 
were surprised by a landslide, Two boys 
were smothered and five injured. In 
another accident a boy wilo had broken 
his loc went off on his own on a climbing 
expedition. He fell to his death, 

Tle young people who altend the Baad 
sclıool are not only the sons and 
daughters of prominent menubers of 
society, parents wlio are wellhceled. 
Large firms such as Slemens, AEG-Tele- 
funken or Bosch send their young 
trainces on the Baad courses. The Youth 
Affairs Office in Munich invited a grou 
of tearaways to take a holiday al Baad. 
One of this group was elected to be the 
leader of his “patrol”, - 

Ulf Hãndel said “Many of our old boys 
come back with their wives and 
girlfriends and proudly talk of what they’ 
did here.” 

Approximately 1,000 young people, a 
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FYThey clear pathways, repair skl lifts 
f and build wooden brilges which tho 
waters from nıelting snow damage in the 
spring. They search for Hrose cinght in 
luulclides, aid Lhe injured and rrescte 
mountainers from dangerous clift faces, 
They climb up ridges tnt were onco 
thought unclitbable and fight thelr way 
tırough ico and cold to a mountain hut. 

At the mountalneering school at Baad 
for fuur weeks boys und girls between 15 
and (wenty, who normally sit ut school 
desks and do their lessons, grab hold of 
shovels and picks, bandages and rescue’ 
sledges, mountain shoes and rucksacks. At 
the school one of three in this country 
(the others are at Berchtesgaden ond 
Weissenhaus on tlhe Baltic) the young 
people spend the 28 days testing 
themselves in unusual situations, They 
learn what they can dn and the mits that 
they can go to. 

In Rritain there are the outward bound 
shovls {a term indicating a xhip that is 
sailing off on 2 long and adventurous 
voyage) established to teach young 
pople character evelopment that will 
serve them in gpud stead in later life. 

Similar sehouls cxist in Ihis country 
organised by Heutsvhe Geselbvhuft fur 
Europiische [rei lung 

Ulf Hindel, 47, sald: “We crvute 
EMuatlaris that ure likely to recur in one 
form ur inter." WHF Handel runs the 
shuul at Baad which is in Austria, He 
cuntiaued: “Ihe situutivus that the lays 
ond girls encounter here ire general und 
likely to crop up aguin.” 

The exercises, based on the xystem 
deıied by Dr, Kurt Hahn, 86, founder of 
the famous Salem svhool, include physical 
ltailig, Opportunities to use one's 
strength, (raining in comradeship and 
how to help others. 

Ulf Hindel said: “The central point in 
or training system is leaching young 
people to help cach other and to mix up 
the various social backgrounds,” 

Uf Handel means by this the coming 
dogether of people from all social levels, 
When an apprentice shares a room with a 
boy from û grammar school, climbs a 
mountain with him tied to lhe same rope, 
they skî together, the school gives to both 
a sense of cooperation, a widened horizon 
and underslanding of others. 

Baad is located in picturesque counlry 
surruunded by peoks 2,000 1o 2,500 
metres high. One of the ten teaclıers from 
the school points to the peaks and says to 
the young peuple about to begin acourse: 
“Quietly take.a look at these peaks. In a 
couple of weeks you will have been tı 
these and down most of the ski runs... 

Usunlly' the resclion is to say the least 
doubting if not dowurtglt sceptlcal. 

The training is spart-oritnlaleudl, devoid 
of cult and uniform and with nothing 
uilitary about it. The boys ind girls in 
the cuurse go olf on ski trips tliat last 
sesetal days. They spend the night in luis 
that belong to ıo school and which are 
without fighting and they mutst cuok fur 
hemselves. They take courses irr first ail 
ond how bo go ubout mountuln rescue 
Opetallons, they learn miap-reading and 
how ta use a compa:s, and learn the 
Important facts about rescue from 
landdides. They train with Alujù resyuo 
sleûges, and hey leutn how tocorbtruet an 
emergency sledge fron skis und sticks.
